. TOWN MANAGER'S OFFICE 


The highway crew finished 
tarrring last Friday and three 
of the crew are on vacation this 
week, About 6.3 miles of road 
were sealed or penetrated and 
3.0 miles were mulelied. In ad- 
dition to the seal and. mulch 
work, the highway crew mixed. 
100 yards of cold: patch and 
tarred 26 driveways. The above 
work took 52,000 gallons of tar 
and 1800 yards of sand, 
‘The next job that the town 
will be involved in is the state 


aid. reconstruction for 1963. If | 


the state cannot start at this 
time, then the town will go 
ahead. and start the town road 
Improvemént. for. this. year, 
The town borrowed another 
$40,000.00 tax anticipation 


‘loan this week making a total 


of $120,000.00 so far this year. 
That is a lot of money but. the 
very low 244 percent interest 
rate keeps the borrowing cost 
down, 

The assessors are working on 
the final parts of the assessing 
and should be through in the 
next couple of weeks. It will 
take about two weeks from the 
time the assessment is finished 
until the tax bills are sent ont. 
Several people have asked what 
the tax rate will be this year, 
The rate cannot he determined 
until the assessing is finished 
and the total value of the town 
is figured.

Torben K, Andersen, chair- 
man of the Maine Highway 
Safety Committee, predicted 
Wednesday that Saturday’s 
eclipse of the sun would create 
‘'the greatest movement of traf.
